Dr. J. R. Cooke, who has lived 
among the Chcrokees, tlie Seminoles, tue 
iioux, and oilier tribes, for the purpose of 
tuding the Indian voice, makes this state- 
icnt. Dr. Cookc, writing for The Boston 
ranscript, says that tho emotional lives of 
lie Indians being necessarily simple, (he 
utelagc of civilization has not taught them 
o conceal tho real state of their feelings, 
nd their ordinary mental habits are ac- 
uratcly revealed in the tones of their voices, 
lartionlarly when they speak the languages 
icculiar to their tribes. He says : 


"The voice of the Indian is usually sad 


nd reticent. It is indicative of a mind 
iven to marveling rather than reasoning, 
1he voices of the women are generally mozzo- 
oprano, clear, and resemble somewhat those 
f the Spanish women. The voices of the 
nen vary with age; Ihe older having a 
eird, strange sound, which reminds one of 
ne voices heard among a certain class of 
atients in hospitals for the insane. 
It is 


lie voice of the early stage of paralytic 
emcntia. The voices of the Indian children 
esemble much the voices of negro children, 
hey are, however, less musical and much 


more quiet. Even in childhood, mirth seems 
wanting in the Indian character. They sel- 


om laugh with that hearty merriment for 
hich the negro is famed. The Indian 
oices aie dreamy in ordinary conversation. 
Vhen angry they usually shriek without 
rticulating words. 


"One hears among the Indians very few 
liaracteristically individual voices. Com- 
aring them wilh their more civilized 
rethren, we find that the French voices 
liow complex emotional lives. Those of 
IB Englishmen vary in pitch a great deal, 
s do those of the American people. With 
ic Indian voices there is less variety, both 


register aud pitch, and the undertones 


eveal similar emotional stales. Comparison 
f tho Indian voices with those of the 
liinese is rather favorable to the latter, 
'he voices of the educated Chinese are 
cxible and indicative of great shrewdness, 
'he voices of the educated Indians, of whom 
have known twenty or thirty, are whining 
nd uninteresting."

so-called "lioxow" committee on i\ wild 
goose chase to Europo It Mr. Martin 
would only turn In for him for chairman, 
ho was disgraced and boaton beyond re- 
demption anyhow, as ho is bound to bo 
now. 


Still, one would havo thought ho would 


prefer, in such an emergency us this, to go 
down manfully uttering the truth, rather 
than foolishly sivyingwhut could so easily 
bo proved to bo untrue. 


It will be remembered that in a care- 


fully prepared article in those columns last 
week, written without malice, but on the 
most trustworthy authority, for the Infor- 
mation of Republicans, it wus sot forth: 


First. How Senator Matthew S, Quay

Amazing as it mxist seem to Republi- 


cans who had no previous knowledge of 
the facts, the only single charge in this 
terrible arraignment which Senator Quay 
even attempted to deny was the last one.

bl« Philadelphia campaign for the time 
being, went home to Beaver, and there at 
long range, finally ventured a flat footed 
denial. He announced through his favor- 
ite organs thftt he had not had any inter- 
view whatever with Martin si nee last win- 
ter, and that If Martin said otherwise he 
lied. 


Instantly, Mr. Martin, who had hesl 


ta"od to speak for publication of a meet- 
ing which was essentially a private one, 
felt that the seal was off his lips. 


"I did hove an interview with Senator 


Quay," he said, "ou Thursday evening, 
June 13. It was at the house of Mr, 
Thomas Dolau, who lives near me, In 
Philadelphia." ^^, 


Mr. Thorn»3 JJjUP™ a loading Repub- 


lican, one of the' groat manufacturers of 
this country, a man whom not even tho 
vile and venal Philadelphia Inquirer has 
ventured to vilify. Ho was shown Sena- 
tor Quay's denial and Mr. Martin's an- 
swer, and asked which was tolling tho 
truth. 


"It is exactly truo as Mr. Martin gnys," 


answered Mr. Dolan. "He did havo such 
a conference with Senator Quay at my 
house on the date he mentions." 


"Was It Mr. Martin who sought that 


conference?" was the noxt natural 
qulry. 


"The meeting was neither sought by 


Mr. Martin, nor evcu asked by him," re- 
sponded Mr. Dolan, emphatically. 


This is the story tr which these Inter- 


views all tide: The Telegraph says that at 
Senator Quay's request a private interviow 
with Mr. Martin was arranged at the 
house of a friend In the suburbs of Phila- 
delphia. As a matter of fact Mr. Martin, 
having had some experience of misrepre- 
sentation, refused to go to Washington,or 
evon to a hotel to moot tho senator. For 
tho game reason, it is said, he had tho 
amazing proposition to export the"Lcxow" 
committee repeated to a third party, so as 
to leave no room for subsequent denials. 


The Telegraph says: That he (Senator 


Quay) made the proposition that tho ridic- 
ulous "Lexow" committee, which bus 
been conceived In a spirit of revenge, and 
Lad been established before he could in- 
tervene, save to head off the house appro- 
priation of 130,000, be sent abroad, in order 
that Its shambling over its appointed work 
und its constant reflection upon the ob- 
vious motives of Its backers might be re- 
moved front public attention. 


That in order to accomplish this a fund 


should be raised for the five members of 
Hurt body, and thev be permitted to go 
."abroad and stay abroad until the fall 
campaign had happily ended. 


That each and every proposition made

Regulating the use of Bicycles in the Bor- 


ough of Bristol. 
TUe Burgess and Council of the Borough of 
Bristol do ordain: 


SECTION I. That no bicycle shall lie ridden on 
any side-walk within the said Borough of Bristol. 
SECTION 2. That no bicycle shall be run or 
operated within said Borough of Bristol at any 
ereater speed than seven mites an hour; nor un- 
less a bell, which may be heard at a distance of 
at least Ilftv feet, shall be attached thereto; nor 
unless, between sunset and sunrise, a lighted 
lamp shall be placed on the front thereof. 
SECTION 3. Any person or persons convicted 
of violating anyot the provisions of this ordl- 
napce shall, for each offense, forfeit and pay the 
suotof five dollars, to be recovered betureanv 
Justice of the Peace, in t]ie uncle manner that 
debts not exceeding one hundred dollars are by 
law recoverable, and when so recovered sliall b& 
forthwith paid to the Treasurer of the eaid Uorr 
ough of Bristol for the use of the said Corpora- 
tion.

Sneezing la Considered a Siirn of Re- 
turning Health—English Folklore.

"Why do WB salute the sneezer?" asked 


Pliny 18 centuries ago. We still ask tho 
question, and one wonders if Pliny oouid 
collect so many ingenious replies as tha 
ana of the nineteenth century furnish. 


In Caxton's 14S3edition of "TheGolden 


Legende'' is an account of u pestilence in 
Rome in the lime of Gregory the Great, 
from which many died suddenly. "In this 
mauere, soinotj'me suesyiug they deyed, 
BO that when any persone was herd snesy- 
Ing, anono they that v\ere by said to hym, 
God helpe you, sr Cryst helpe, and yet en- 
dureth tho custome." As Pope Gregory 


I reigned in the sixth century, Pliny's query 
far antedates the explanation in "Tl.o 
Golden Logemle " 


In the Buddhist Scriptures, dating at 


Irtist S50 B. C., it is related that Buddha, 
when preaching one day to his disciples, 
snoozed. Whereupon fill exclaimed: "May 
tho Blessed Lord live! 
May the wel- 


come one live!" thus seriously interrupt- 
ing tho discourse. Buddha said, "Tell mo, 
when a person sneezes, if tho bystanders 
say 'May you live,' will he live the longer 
or die tho sooner for it.9" "Certainly not, 
lord." So bo forbade them to say it. But 
tho people took offense because the priests 
did not thus salute them and Buddha re- 
voked his command. 


The Talmudic tradition is that tho cus- 


tom dates from Jacob. Before his time 
man did not die of disease, but when his 
appointed time wag, pome he sneezed once 
and was dead. Jacob petitioned for exemp- 
tion from this law, and his prayer was 
granted on condition that among all na- 
tions a sneeze should bu hallowed by the 
words, "God bios* ycm," 


Tho Greeks traced tlio custom back to 


tlio myth of Prometheus, who made an 
image of clay and wished to give it Ufa. 
From tho sun ho stole a roedf ul of rays, 
and hastening buck to his htatuo he placed 
the root! under its nostrils, producing a 
sneeze—a phenomenon we may at, any 
time produce by standing in tho sun. 
At 


this sign of life in his creation, Prometheus 
ejaculated a blessing nnd a prayer for its 
preservation, and this response to a sneeze 
has boon handed down through all gener- 
ations. 


Also in the story of the Shunamito child 


restored to life by the prophet Ehsha do 
wo find the idea that this couvulbi\o effort 
of nature is the first sign, of }ife. "The 
child sneezed seven (linos, an^ the child 
Qponofl his eyes,'' According to Scottish 
folklore, a newborn child is under the 
fairy-spoils until it eneo/us. Aristotle men- 
tions tho practice of physicians who, when 
cluath feooms near, give medicines to induce 
sneezing, hoping thereby to arouse the, 
failing faculties. Aristotle scents |p, have 
given niuph attention to omens of sneez- 
ing. Ho says a sneeze on tho right hand 
brings good fortune, on tho Jolt hand it 
betokens ill. In tha. Odyssey, when Penel- 
ope calls on tho absent Ulysses to punish 
wrong: 


Tolcnmcbus then snoozed aloud. 


Tlio smiling queen the happy ouiou bloated, 
'•So may these impious fall by fate oppressed." 


And in the Anabasis it is related that 


while Xcnophonwas haranguing tlie army 
some one sneezed. "Immei.Uately- the gen- 
eral voice addressed ejaculations to pro- 
(pctjng Jupiter, whofe omen it was sup^ 
posed to be. A sacrifice to the gods was 
then proposed, a universal si 
approbation, and thp vrfiole army in one 
oJiqrus filing tlie peoau.'' 


St. Augustine records that when the an- 


cients arose in the morning, if they snoozed 
while putting on their shoes, they immedi- 
ately wont back to bed again Jn order tq 
get up ]|i{irp iinsploiously and so escape 
misfortunes likely to occur during the 
day. 
If a Hindoo sneezes while perform* 


pig his morning ablutions }n tho Gauges, 
1)6 torches his forehead, nose, gh(n and 
chocks with tho tips of hisflngcH and re-' 
commences hig prayers frorn tho 
ginning, In illnu^ sneezing is coc'1. <r.— 
a good onion, a sign of returning health. 
Howoll, in 1G59, said, "He thit hath 
sneezed twice, turn him out of the hospi- 
tal," 
Among the ancients, if any one 


sneezed directly after dinner a dish was 
'brought back and tas,ted to avert misfor- 
tune. 


Tho custom of saluting belongs to every 


nation and clime. In Ethiopia, when thq 
king sneezed, those about him saluted so 
loudly that they were heurd and echoed 
through tbe whole city.

India or Chi- 
na, and came back with a great many of 
these stones. I do not know how ho got 
thorn. He sold many to different pooplo. 
He did not soil this one to my grandfather, 
but loft it with him, saying my grandfa- 
ther could have it unless he returned and. 
claimed it. He was a great traveler. He 
made another trip after this arid was never 
heard of again. Honco my grandfather 
retained tho stone. Later in its history it 
was. brpken. 
Ona part is now in tho pos- 


m of ,Too Pointer and Green Williams 


of Person county, N. C , and I and my 
sister, Mrs. Stith of Dallas, keep tho other. 
At one time, when it was. necessary to sell 
this stone at auction to eottlo an estate, it 
Brought $750, 


"The stone we havo is "quite ordinary in 


appearance. It is black and might be mis- 
taken for a chunk of ooal. One side is 
smooth, but tho other, tlie porous side, 
that is applied to the bite, is rough. Whon 
tho stone Is iibud, it is laid on the spot 
where tho bito has scratched tho skin. If 
poison has been deposited there, the mnd- 
stono will stick and absorb tho poisonous 
•substance. 


"I recollect on ono occasion, when a 


member of our household had boon bitten, 
the doctor gave up the patient and. sajd: ho 
could not live till morning, The bite Was 
on tho arm, and tho swelling was Immense.' 
The patient conld not open his eyes. There 
was no. doubt about t/hia being a case of 
rabies, for tho doctor so pronounced it. 
The doctor having given up the case and 
declared that death would ensue before 
morning, I asked him if I could not try 
tho oflloacy of the madstono. He had no 
objection, stating that it would do no good, 
but to appoa&o my insistence ho said it 
conld do no Juu'm, So I applied the stone. 
Jt (idhevcd. Presently it hnd absorbed all 
tt could contain of tho poisonous substance 
and fell oft. By that time tho sufferer had 
been benefited sufficiently to be able to 
opon his eyes. I placed the stone in a 
bucket of lukewarm water, the usual way 
of treating it, and tho poison at once ex- 
uded and rose to the top of tho water, form- 
Ing a green scum. 
Whon the stone had 


emptied itself, it was again applied to tho 
sore, nnd before it hud filled up again it 
foil off, nil the poison having boon ab- 
fiqrhed. The patient recovered, though the 
doctor, a disbeliever iu tha nwdstono, had 
given him less than 18 hours to live. 


'' There are rn.any pooplo in this city and 


in Mississippi who can vouch for tho effi- 
cacy of (Ms stone. I remember a cure 
before the war in which Phelan Liucas, who 
now lives at Holly Springs, was deeply In 
terested. Mr. Lucas had a valuable, negro, 
bitten by a rattlesnake while working in 
the field, Tho bite was in the thumb. Tho 
nogro came iiifrom thefleld with his hand 
a.nd arm fearfully swollen and suffering 
great pain.

In order 
to arrive at the average of length of limbs 
50 fikelotons .were measured,_2c of each 
sex.

log and four the right arm aud right leg, 
while in 17 cases all the members were 
more or less equal iu length.—St. Louis 
Republic.
